b. the AD/ CD decides the need and extant of the dissemination 
to be made, talcing into account recommendations for distribution 
made by the producing offices at their own instances; and 

c. the originating office(s) or office(s) of primary interest 
concurs in the proposed dissemination of a particular report or 
categories of reports with or without changes. When no notifica- 
tion of any objection is received by the AB/CD from theoriginatlng 


office. It will be assumed that that office has no objection to the 
25X1X7 dissemination to In case of disagreement 

between Idle originating office and the AD/CD the case will he 


referred to the d/DCI for decision. 

2* The following security policies are in effect with respect to 
dissemination of CIA classified material after favorable 25X1X7 

action in Paragraphs lb and lc above:

a. CIA information classified, through TOP SECRET may he 
disseminated except for information falling in the following 
categories*

Shis Information is furnished with the understanding 
that it will not be released outside (or other 25X1X7 

receiving office) without the prior specific approval of 
the Central Intelligence Agency; that the source will not 
be divulged; that it will not be used for other than 
official purposes; that the information will be afforded 
substantially the same degree of security and control as 
that afforded by CIA. 

If commercial information is involved in the dissemination, an additional 
sentence should be added as follows: 

Individual or corporation rights originating in the 
information, whether patented or not, will be respected,
